NEW RIVER STEAMER. 


Launched at Taikoo To-day. 


To-day there was laucched by 
the Taikoo Dookyard anit 
Engineering Co. the steel twin- 
sctow river steamer Wenchow, 
the eighteenth steamer built by 
this Company to the order of the 
China Navigatior’Co., Ltd: 

The vesse} is: 331 feet over-all 
in length, 46 feet beam and 23 
feat moulded depth, and ‘has two 
continuous decks with bridce and 
boar decks amidships, straight 
stem and rounded ’stern, flat plate 
keel and six water-tight bulk. 
heads, four cargo holda with large 
batchways,” and eight steam 
winches with eight derricks 
capable of dealing with 10-ton, 
lifts, also one 30-ton steel 
derrick. . ‘ 

Petty officars are accommodat.- 
ed on the awning deck amidships, 
officers and engineers on the 
bridge deck, the captain's rooms’ 
being on the boatdeck, with pilot's 
Tooms on the navigating bridge. 
Sailors and firemen are accom- 
modated forward under the awn- 
ing.deck and compradore’s staff 
aft under the awning deck. 

A strong guick-warping steam 
windlass is fitted forward. The 
steam steering gear is of the 
Wilson-Pirria type, placed in a 
steel honse aft, and is directly 
connected to a quadrant on the 
rudder head. The gear is con- 
trolled by mieans of a telemator 
standard and hand wheel on 
the navigating bridge. Docking 
telegraphs are fitted at stem and 
stern, The vessal is electrically 
lit throughout, and has all the 
latest improvements for the 
handling of cargo and fice preven- 
|tlon. . 

The machiners consists of two 
sets of triple-expansion engines 
having cylinders 15°,.24)" and 40" 
diameters with a stroke of 30°" 
Two. large marine type boilers, 
each having three furnaces work- 
ing udder forced drafr, and fitted 
with superheaters, wili’ supply 
steam at 200 Ibs. pressure per 
square inch. A speed of 13 knots 
per hour is anticipated.

THE PUBLIC HEALTH, 


A heavy. toll is yearly taken 
amongst the Chinese community 
by infantile mortality. ‘That is 
hardiy to be wondered at con- 
sidering ‘the poverty of some 
sections: of this community and 
the wretched conditions under 
which they live. Itie with much 
satisfaction, therfore, that we 
note the excellent project which 
the Chinese Young Women's 
Christian Association is nnder- 
taking by opening a_ baby clinic, 
where, once 6 week, a doctor and 
trained murse willbe in attendance 
for the purpose of giving mothers 
information regarding the general 
care of young babies. This ser- 
vice is to be provided free of 
charge. Most beneficial resulta 
should follow in the wake of this 
movement, which we hope will 
be texen full advantage of by the 
Chinese ofthe class’for whom it 
is intended, 

There cannot be the slightest 
doubt that much ignorance pre- 
vails amongst the poorer class 
Chinese regarding the upbringing 
of children, and although the 
provision ofa baby clinic will not 
of itself remove all the obstacles 
in the way of the sound physical] 
development of children; its acti- 
vities should'at least givethem a 
better starttban they would other- 
wise have. The good work which 
this Associetion and.the Y,M.C.A. 
as well. aré doing for the physical 
betterment of the Chinese massea 
is deserving of the utmost praise. 
Sports of all kind are encouraged, 
and in this latter connection the 
swimming inatruction classes 
which are now being.’held are 
wortby of special’ mention, for 
the sim of the Association is to 
bring a knowledge’ of this art to 
all Chinese Iads in the Colony,, 
free of charge, through the efforts 
of epecially-qualified instractors.

Privet and Lantana. | 
“ A citcular'has been sent to 
members of the Peak Residents* 
Association regarding the destruc- 
tion of the Privet and Lentana 
plants,in the upper levels. The 
circular etates that jt is the inten- 
tion of the Botanical and Forestry 
Department to cut down and 
etadicate all Privet and Lantana 
bushes'on Crown lands through- 


out the island of Hongkong, com. 


meocing,; with the Peak district. 
All Peak residents are earnestly 
requested to support this policy, 
and either themselves eradicate 
any of these plants found growing 
in their grounds, or to G:l in an 
attached siip to the circular 
authorising the Forestry Depart- 
ment toenter their grounds «nd 
do the needful. This “war’’ on 
tha two botanical arders that, 
bave earned the disapproval of 
the authorities is likely to bo a big 
undertaking, judging “by ‘ the 
great hold these plants heve 
obtained in different parts of the 
island, The report of the Botanical 
and Forestry Department for last 
year states, with reference to the 
Privat (Ligustrem sinense}:—"In 
addition to the removal of flowers 
from this plant, which is widely 
credited with being one of the 
chief causes of * Hay Fever, the 
gradual destruction of the 
plant was commenced in -the 
Peek district, where it grows 
more strongly and in greater 
number than anywhere on the 
island: If given opportunity this 
plant quickly assumes tree form 
aod ina few years grows to & 
height of 30 feet or more.” This 
explains the unpopularity of the 
Chinese Priver.° 


A Remarkable Weed. 
Againgt the other “enemy”, the 
Lantana, no accusation of causing 
illness can be made. Actually. the 
leaves give off considerable 
oxygen when acted on by strong 
sunlight. ‘The only grounds for 
complaint are that itiy a hardy, 
pugnacious, and roviug weed. 4 
member of the botanical family 
Verbenuciae, the Lantana ig a 
ustive of tropical America, but 
maty years ago the shrub was 
introduced into such far-away 
continents as Australia and Asin. 
In Australia ‘it has spread over 
vast tracts, and in Asia its range 
goes all over tropical China, 
Malaya, and India. Its onward 
march seems.to be continuous, 
and in'many places it has become 
a troublesome weed, though its 
blooms (orange, mauve, pink, 
cr cream in colour} are often 
a pleasant addition to the wild. 
flowers of a landacape. A ro- 
markable fact'about the Lantana 
is the attraction it has for nearly 
all epecies of butterflies, and 
many,s collector has discovered 
that he can avoid undue exertion 
merely by stopping. a whole day 
in the vicinity of a flowering 
clump of this shrub. We know a 
prominent naturalist in. Malaya, 
an ardent student of the Lepidop 
tera, who blessed the person who 
introduced. the -weed to that 
country!" It. is a sturdy plant, 
likely to prove a very tough 
customer for our Forestry De- 
partment to tackie, but with the 
co-opergtion of the public their 
efforts should soon meet with a 
considerable measure of success.
